constructed from Trent Bridge into 
the Marmora district, when several 
iron mines shipped ore to refineries 
in the States. The carrying of this 
ore necessitated transhipment of the 
one at Trent Bridge to bargea which 
were towed to Harwood and then re- 
loaded on cars. Owing, it is said, to 
the large quantities of sulphur in 
the ore, and the difficulties in ship- 
ping, the trade proved unprotitable. 

After the road ceased to be oper- 
ated to Peterboro an effort was made 
by those at the northern terminus to 
revive the line and extend it tortb- 
ward to Bobeayreon. 

In 1873 the road was constructed 
to the shores of Lake Chemong, a 
distance of nine miles, when an- 
other bridge problem sarese. The 
read was operated for some time to 
the water's edge, but at last fell into 
disuse, until 1891, when the G.T.R. 
tore up the old rails and ties, 
changed the gauge to the standard, 
and endeavored to popularize the 
route for summer picnics and excur- 
sions, but two seasons proved it to 
be a non-paying proposition. 

The latest proposition to revive at 
least a portion of the old road was 
knocked on the head when the Kaiser 
pet out to subjugate Europe.

This Summer. | 


MOTHS, DUST AND THIEVES. | 


How to Guard Against These Ubiqul- 
tous Pests While You Enjoy Breezes — 
at the Mountains and the Surf at 
the Beach During Your Vacation. 


There is always danger, of course, — 
that an empty house will come to grief 
in the absence of ita occupants for the 
summer. Thieves may break in and 
steal. Moths and dust may do thelr 
worst. Fire may destroy. Rust may 
eat. Mice and rats may ghaw. Many 
wnpleasant things may happen that 
will bring grief to the absent owners 
and happiness, we hope. to the pesta. 

All we can do when leaving our 
houses unoccupied is to take all the | 
precautions we know of. Then we | 
should rest peacefully content through- 
out the summer that nothing is going 
amiss. 

Burglar insurance helps to produce 


this state of peaceful content, of course. 


money, silver or other easily transport- | 
ed valuables where a thief can get at | 
them. Still another precaution is to 
leave doors and drawers unlocked | 
throughout the hotise. The would be 
thief will not then be tempted to de 
atroy house and furniture while be is 
seeking to open doors and drawers. 
Many a house has been ruined by 
thieves who have pried open drawers 
and burst open doors in a vain search 
for valuables that were securely fn a 
safe deposit box. 

Guard against dampness as well os 
possible. Leave a window at the top 
of the bouse open. It should be a win- 
dow well sheltered by overhanging 
eaves if possible, so that rain cinnot 
beat in. It-serves to keep the house dry 
and well ventilated. Have the furnace 
thorouvhly cleaned out, as ashes left in 
it gather dampness, which causes rust 
in furnace and pipes. 

In an earthen bowl near the plano | 
place some unslaked lime, which will 
collect dampness that might otherwise 
injure the piano. Let the bow] be only 
quarter full, so that there will be no 
danger from the lime. 

Grease the gas stove and anything of 
steel that is exposed to the air. This 
prevents rust. 

Put kerosene on the works. of the 
sewing tachine to cut the grease and | 
dust that will-accumulate. on it. 

Have the water pipes turned off in 
the cellar, so that no water can ran in | 
any part of the honse. 

Have screening tacked over the tops 
of the chimneys to keep out birds and 
bats, as they could do and have done 
much damage in empty houses. The 
screening keeps them safely out of the 
chimneys, and so they cannot get Into 
the house. 

Drape all valuable furniture with old 
sheets and take down all expensive 
hangings and curtains.

In the main the people who did 
not agree with the Duke of Gloucester 
were wise enough to keep their opin- 
fons to themselves, but William Colling- 
borne thought to stretch poetic license | 
to make it cover an attack on his maj- | 
esty at a time when the murder of the 
two princes in the Tower ought to have 
taught prudence. 

The king was under the sway of 
a beautiful and clever woman, Mrs 
Lovell, who was thought to dictate 
much of his policy, which was hope- 
lesely bad. Now, Collingborne bad re- | 
course to. the fact that the wolf dog 
was called a “lovel.” and so he penned 
the famous rime, “The rat, the cat 
and lovel, our dog, rule all England ‘un- 
der the hog.”

_ Did the rime escape the eagle eye | 
of Gloucester?

jetewed fruit can be put up or canned 
i without the use of any sugar at all, ac. 
cording to the canning specialists of 
the department. They, therefore, ad- 
vise those who, because of the high 
price of sugar, have been thinking of 
reducing the amount of fruit they put 
hup, to can as much of their surplus as 
jpossible by the use of bolting water 
when stgar sirup “is beyond ‘their 
| means. Any fruit, they say, may be 
leuccessfully sterilized and retained In 
ithe pack by simply adding boiling 
lwater instead of the hot sirup. The 
use of sugar, of course, is desirable in 
ithe canning of all kinds of fruits and 
| moka a better and ready sweetened 
| product. Moreover, most of the fruits 
when canned in water alone do not re- 
tain their natural flavor, texture and 
color as well as fruit put up in sirup. 
Fruit canned without sugar to be used 
for sauces or desserts must be sweet

Mrs. Elizabeth Blair of Crookston 
received the following telegram : 

“Regret to inform you that No, 
220852 Pte. John Blair, Infantry, offi- 
cially reported died of wounds, Nov. 
Sth, 1916. Gunshot wounds inside.” 

This makes the third Crookston boy 
who makes the supreme sacrifice. The 
others were reported killed a few 
weeks ago. Private Blair enlisted last 
winter with the ~80th. at Belleville 
making the remark at the time “that 
he would get to. France sooner by en- 
listing with that Battalion, than with 
the 155th” who were recruiting at the 
same time. 

Only three weeks ago Mrs, Blair lost 
her eldest daughter by death and now 
comes the sad news of the eldest boy 
and the bread-winner of the family, 
going down in the firing line in France.

On July 16, 1916, the material on 
hand in all the central warehouses 
of the Zemstvo Union was insured for 
the amount of 22,790,000 rubles. 
Among other items found in these 
warehouses were 1,500,000 pieces of 
linep. In the two yenra of ite activi- 
ties the union supplied the War Min- 
istry with 78,000,000" pieces of linen, 
while it issued to its own institu- 
tions. at the front 6¥,000,000 more 
pieces of linen. In afidition to this 
the union had an order to supply the 
army with 4,000,000 tent awnings 
and 3,000,000 sandbags. Altogether, 
the union had filled orders for 1$1,- 
000,000 linen articles of all deacrip- 
tions.
